Manufacturers Controlling 18 
Factories Affected Call 
a Meeting. 


SOME LOCKED OUT 


In Three Shops Work Was 
Stopped to Protect Loyal 
Employes. 








Eighteen shoe factories in St. Louis, 
employing nearly 30,000 workmen and 
manufacturing approximately 500,000 
pairs of shoes a week, are idle ag the 
result of @ general strike of the shoe 
workers at 8 a, m. Friday. 

The Independent Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ Union held a secret meeting Friday 
at Lightstone Hall, at which official 
indorsememgt was given to the strike, 
which was ordered under the emergency 
clause, 

The four fxctories of the Hamilton- 
Brown Shc2 Ce., “sur factories of the 
Brown Shoe ‘2>., four factories of the 
. Peters Shoe Co., inree factories of the 
Roberts, Johnson & Rand Shoe Co., and 
the factories of the Courtney Shoe Co., 
the Giesecke-D’Oench-Hayes Shoe Co., 
and the Dittman Shoe Co., are all af- 
fected. 

To forestall the strikers and protect 
_ their loyal employes the three factories 
of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. at 
Twenty-first and Locust and Olive 
streets were shut down indefinitely at 
| 7:45 a. m, In all of the other factories 
the employes obeyed the general strike 
order and quit their tasks promptly at 
8 a. m. The general strike order was 
issued Thursday night at meetings of

President Sawyer 
stated Friday that the manufacturers 
considered the demands of the shoe cut- 
ters’ union, which were rejected, as 
ureasonable. 

The cutters struck Thursday, and the 
general strike was called !n sympathy 
for them. 

The lasters, edge makers, bottomers, 
stock fitters, trimmers and stitchers who 
have walked out in sympathy with the 
cutters are only partially organized. 
They are rapidly joining the union. They 
have formulated no bill of grievances 
against the companies, but probably will 
make demands as a consideration for 
returning to work. 

All in Good Humor. 

At 8 a. m. the shoe workers in all ex- 
cept the Hamilton-Brown factories left 
their tasks and made a rush for the 
exits. They went out shouting and sing- 
ing, and hastened to the headquarters 
on Franklin avenue, where they were 
ynassed in half a dozen halls. There was 
\ery little disurder, as policemen were 
stationed at all the factories to suppress 
riots.

Quoted at $440, Tilford 
Testifies, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—John D. Rocke- 
feller now owns 247,6.. of the 972,500 
shares of the Standard Oi] Co. of New 
Jersey, according to the testimony of 
W. H. Tilford, treasurer of that com- 
pany, given in the Federal action at 
the hearing before Judge Franklin Fer- 
ris of St. Louis in this city today: 

As Standard Oil stock was last quoted 
at $440, Mr. Rockefeller’s holdings are 
worth nearly $109,000,000. The holdings 
of William Rockefeller were stated by 
Mr. Tilford to be 11,700 shares and those 
of H. H., Rogers 16,020 shares. 

Mr. Tilford, treasurer of the Standard 
company, was asked on resumption of 
the hearing today if the dividend of the 
Standard Oil Co, of New Jersey in 1299 
was $14,304,188 or $32,008,541. 

“I think the dividend was $14,304,188," 
replied Mr. Tilford. 

“And the reason why the dividends 
were sO sntall was that the dividends 
in some of the subsidiary companies 
were paid to individuals instead of to 
the Standard Oj] Co. of New Jersey?” 

“Yes, I think go0,’’ said Mr. Tilford. 

Mr. Tilford said that to the present 
date 972,492 shares of the Standard Oj] 
Co. of New Jersey had been exchanged 
for trust certificates. He said there 
still remains outstanding stock of the 
subsidiary companies which has not 
been exchanged for the remaining eight 
Shares of the Sta d@crd Oui Co. 

Mr. Tilford did not know if it was a 
fact that in 1888 or 1889 the Manhattan 
Oil Co. of Ohio sold its tank cars to 
the Union Tank Line, a subsidiary com- 
pany of the Standard company, nor 
could he say if the Ohio Oil Co., an- 
other Standard subsidiary, purchased 
the oll producing wells of the Manhat- 
tan company. 

‘“‘Now, did not the Solar Refining Co., 
another subsidiary company of the 
Standard, purchase at that time the re- 
finery of the Manhattan Oil Co.?’ 
askeu Mr. Kellogg. 

Mr. Tilford again replied: 

“I do not know.” 

Mr. Tilford was questioned regarding 
the records showing the amounts of 
shares of the subsidiary companies held 
in exchange for the trustees’ certifi- 
cates.

United States Labor Commis- 
sioner to Confer Regarding 
Missouri Pacific Dispute.

COMPLAINT 


They Object to Wages and 
Hours and Running of 
Engines. 


Charles 8. Neill, United States Com- 
missioner of Labor at Washington, will 
arrive in St. Louis Friday night to hold 
a conference with the Missouri Pacific 
Railway management and its engineers 
relative to differences involving a sched- 
ule of hours and wages. Chief Stone 
of the Brotherhood of Engineers will 
also be present at the meeting. 

Recently a committee of engineers rep- 
resenting the Missouri Pacific and other 
Western lines and railroad officials met 
at Chicago to dispose of the main ques- 
tions in dispute. Many matters of mi- 
nor importance were left unfinished at 
that conference. 

Among other questions which the Mis- 
souri Pacific engineers were unable to 
settle with their employes was that re- 
lating to the running of engines to the 
roundhouse at the end of a trip. Dif- 
ferences also arose between the firemen 
and engineers of the system, but the 
management refused to interfere in this 
controversy. 

It was stated at the office of General 
Manager Sullivan of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Friday that an adjustment of the 
pending differences was certain to re- 
sult with Labor Commissioner Neill 
acting as mediator. 


TO END TELEGRAPHERS’ 
STRIKE BY ARBITRATION 


Commissioner Neill Given Full 
Power to Act for Operators 


in Arrangement.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—A _ settle- 
ment of the strike of telegraphers is 
now possible by arbitration. A _ termi- 
nation of the struggle is being srranged 
by Commissioner of Labor Nvil!, acting 
as the representative of President 
Roosevelt.

will not be accepted by his followers.

The Congressman’s wife, 
Mrs. Alice Rocsevelt-Longworth, was 
to have been the guest at dinner of 
Mrs. Joy. The two were friends in 
Washington when Mr. Joy represent- 
ed the Eleventh Missouri District 
there. 

Dispatches from Flagstaff, Ariz., 
Friday, state that another woman, a 
friend of Mrs. Joy and Mrs. Long- 
worth, was with Mrs. Joy during her 
wandering ir. the forest. 

Women Go for Walk. 

The two women, who were guests at 
El Tovar Hotel, started Wednesday 
afternoon for a walk. They went out- 
side the hotel reservation, and lost their 
direction in the woods. 

When Mrs. Joy did not return to the 
hotel her husband became alarmed and 
called for a search. The power plant 
whistle was blown,.and a party of Nava- 
jo Indians, encamped near the hotel, 
appeared. Two old-time guides came 
with them. 

™he manager of a livery stable ac- 
cynpanied the Navajos in one direction, 
while Mr. Joy and a number of his 
friends went in another. 

The hunt lasted through the night, 
and it was daylight when the Indians’ 
party reached the hotel, carrying Mrs. 
Joy on a stretcher, while the other 
women rode in the conveyance.

According to a statement issued by the Repub- 
lican committee in Oklahoma all parties in the 
new State appear to be well satisfied with the re- 
sults of the recent election. 

Mr. Frantz, the Republican candidate, who was 
defeated, is said to be “greatly encouraged” by 
the showing that he made at the polls. He “made 
great inroads on the Democrats, cutting their 
estimates all to pieces.’””’ Mr. Frantz is also elat- 
ed because he carried Lawton and Muskogee, the 
homes of two important Democratic candidates. 

On the other hand, the Democrats are com- 
forting themselves with the reflection that they 
elected nearly all of their candidates and that 
with two senators and most of the representa- 
tives in Congress, they will exert an important 
influence upon national affairs at Washington. 

Last but not least in this instance, the Prohi- 
bitionists are gleeful because they carried their 
point and did so with the assistance of Demo- 
crats. If there is anything that warms the 
cockles of a Prohibitionist’s heart, it is to put 
the lid on a Republican. 

There seems to be no reason, then; why uni- 
versal happiness should not prevail in Oklahoma. 
Mr. Frantz made his inroads and he fairly slaugh- 
tered Democratic estimates. The Democrats have 
the offices. The Prohibitionists have prohibition. 

If Mr. Roosevelt has the heart to take any 
action calculated to dispel this benign, this al- 
most beatific situation, he will be as impervious 
to goodfellowship as a Standard Oil tank car.

MEN WHO LOOK FOR SOMETHING EASY. 

The fact that certain of the new police recruits 
in St. Louis explain their desire to wear uniforms 
by saying that they are tired of hard work is not 
very encouraging. 

A question of as much importance as those 
which relate to health, stature, age, morals and 
intellect is that of motive. Why is a man led ta 
apply for a position as policeman? A _ laborer 
accustomed to pick and shovel who saw a stenog- 
rapher at work thought his occupation, involv- 
ing only the use of a small pencil, must be easy, 
but he changed his mind later on. 

What in the duty of a police officer impresses 
the applicant most? Some people see little in 
any occupation except the most obvious or the 
most agreeable things. Now that American sol- 
diers are not permitted to “soldier,” enlistments 
are falling off and desertions are increasing. 

Is the police recruit impressed with the re- 
sponsibilities of the service as well as with the 
fact that an officer sometimes appears to have 
little to do? 

There are lonely beats to travel, there are sleep- 
less vigils, there is exposure, there is danger, 
there is attentiveness and there is the warrior's 
sense of duty. Are the applicants familiar with 
these or are they guided only by resplendent blue 
and brass, by love of a little brief authority, by im- 
aginings of rest and diversion and by expectation 
of an easy and profitable routine? 

It makes a great deal of difference whether a 
man enters upon service of any kind with right 
ideas or not. In public life as well as in pri- 
vate life the new recruit who is looking for some- 
thing easy should be permitted by all in authority 
to continue the search.

Another 
speaker says it would be an injustice because they, 
of their own accord, hold Saturday as their Sabbath 
to also compel them to close their business on Sun-" 
day. These gentlemen fail to recognize the fact that 
every day in the week is celebrated as the Sabbath 
day by different nationalities and sectarianists which 
the following statement will show. Sunday ig the 
Christians’ day, Monday is the Greeks’ day, Tuesday 
is Persians’ day, Wednesday is Assyrians’ day, 
Thursday is Egyptians’ day, Friday is the Turko- 
mans’ day, Saturday is the Hebrew or Jews’ day. 
The foregoing shows that every day in the week 1s 
observed by different religionists as a Sabbath day 
and if religionists were exempt under the law the 
only persons who would obey the statute law, Section 
9243 R. S. 1899, would be the Christians. Our fellow 
citizens of the Jewish faith make a mistake when 
they assume titat the first day of the week is select- 
ed because it is the day observed by Christians 4s 
their Sabbath day. Under the Constitution of the 
United States no sectarian religion is recognized, a3 
in foreign countries. We have no State church. The 
first day of the week is declared by law a day of 
rest for hygienic reasons.

Soft Winter Wheat Sells at $1 
for First Time This 
Séason. 





There was feverish buying of local 
wheat futures at Friday’s opening and 
throughout the early trading, and 
though. the market quieted down later, 
and prices moved slowly, the advance 
was well sustained and the close was 
1%c to 2%c higher for the day. Liver- 
pool cables closed l4ed to 2d higher on 
spot wheat and 1%d to 2d higher on the 
futures, Antwerp wheat closed %c to 
144c higher, Berlin wheat 2%e¢ higher, 
Frudapest wheat 5c lower, and Paris 
closed Ic to 1%c higher on wheat and 
li4c to 2c higher on flour, Argentine 
shipments of wheat were- 248,000 bu, 
against 424,000 bu last week and 696,000 
bu a year ago. The visible supply of 
wheat in the chief ports of Argentine is 
552,000 bu, against 736,000 bu last week 
and 880,000 bu a year age, The Argentine 
wheat market is firm, with prices ad- 
vancing on the small supplies. There is 
a fair demand and arrivals from the in- 
terior are nil. 

Killing frosts are predicted for a large 
part of Western Canada and fully 60 
per cent of the crop in the provinces is 
said to be still; standing. Light frosts 
are also predicted for Nortnern Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Dakotas 
and the heavy rains and low tempera- 
tures in these districts continue. Very 
little threshing Is being done, and re- 
Cceipts of spring wheat continue very 
small, stocks sti rapidly decreasing, 
and very little spring wheat is said to 
be back. The export demand was enor- 
mous, Practically all wheat offered 
Over night was accepted by the Conti- 
nent and United Kingdom and the wheat 
not accepted Thursday was being taken 
today at a 3-cent advance. Wastern ex- 
porters were reported to have bought 
fully 1,000,000 bu of future wheat at in- 
terior markets against sales for export, 
and there were numerous reports of 
large c. i. f. sales of Manitoba, durum 
and hard winter wheat. The United 
Kingdom was reported as buying Mani- 
teba wheatc. i. f. as high as $1.20%, Aus- 
tralian $1,214%c, and Indian at $1.18. Late 
advices said that New York alone work- 
ed fully 100 loads of wheat today. 

The sharply higher cables, based on 
damage reports from India and Austra- 
lia and the small Argentine shipments, 
light receipts, liberal shipments and 
Steadily decreasing stocks at the local 
market, the unfavérable crop conditions 
in the Northwest and especially Canada, 
and the very large export demand, 
caused heavy buying at the start. The 
opening was a full cent higher, and an 
advance of another cent was scored in 
a short time. After this the market 
turned quiet, and though prices were 
well: sustained, the late trading was 
light, and the range narrow. There 
were some long profit-taking sales near 
the clase, and though offerings were 
well taken by a good commission house 
demand, a fractional sag from the high 
point occurred. September wheat opened 
éc higher at 93%c, and though no further 
Sales were made, that option closed with 
bids at 94%4c. December wheat opened 
Ic to 1%ec higher at 98c, sold repeatedly 
at Tac, Was bid up to 99l%c, sold at 
9c, fluctuated between 98c¢ and 94~@Kc, 
sagged to 98%c@%c, and closed at 98% c. 
May wheat opened 1%c higher at 105%c, 
advanced to 106c, sagged to 105%c, back 
to 106, fluctuated between 10%c and 
1064%4c, and closed at 105%c.
